OUR MAJOR WHEAT VARIETIES 


Annual surveys made by the Line 
Elevators Farm Service show that 
number of distinct varieties of 
hard red spring wheat grown com- 
rcially each ycar in the Prairic 
Province is about 15. Of these, 
wever, 4 or 5 varieties account 
for a very large proportion of the 
total prairie wheat acreage. For 
instance, no less than 80.1% of the 
21,812,000 acres of wheat grown in 
the Prairie Provinces in 1055 was 
yea by 4 varieties — Thatcher 
oy %), Selkirk (16.0%), Rescue 
¢.47-5%), and Lee (6.1%). None of 
these varieties was known 20 years 
ago. Three of them have been in- 
troduced since 1945. A brief dis- 
cussion of the distribution of the 
major wheat varieties by provinces 
follows. e 
Manitoba, In 1955, Selkirk, the 
new stem-rust-resistant variety, 
occupied 64.3% of the total Mani- 
toba wheat acreage. Lee held second 
place with 16.8%. Redman ranked 
third with 9.5%, followed by 
Thatcher with 52%. These 4 
varieties accounted for 95.8% of

Saskatchewan. Five varieties ac- 
counted for 92.4% of the total area 
devoted to wheat in Saskatchewan 
in 1955.

(Communicated) 

There are pessimists; tiere arc 
pests. And while both these 
irritants burrow their way into 
every segment of society, it is un- 
fair to lump them together, Likc 
all generalities (including this 
one). sucti an apraisal would be 
false, Each has characteristics 
which maek him undesirable, but 
it is important that we be able to 
distinguish one from tie other, for 
the harm they work is our most 
formidable barrier to progress. 

First, the pessimist Some call 
him the worrier. He not only 
worries about his own affairs, but 
about ti:e affairs of everyone con- 
nected with him. He assumes the 
responsibility for the plans of his 
family, friends and boss. He takes 
tieir mistakes on his own shoulders 
and spends a great deal of time 
staggering around not in tis own 
present, but in other people’s fu- 
tures, Is it any wonder things al- 
ways look so black. (At bottom 
lhe is lazy—too lazy to think out 
the true valves of facts and his 
relationship to those values, Re 
is selfis’, too, for everything is 
considered in the light of “How is 
it going to affect me?” 

Unfortunately these people get 
more newspaper space and radio 
time than their views merit, and 
most often make the loudest noise 
on their crepe-draped bandwagons. 
Too often, the public listens. 

The pest, though less subtle, is 
nonet/eless equally effective. He 
generally operates in society’s up- 
per strata, but his virulence seeps 
into every level, He is the cynic 
limited in his own capabilities, who 
finds his defense in being offensive 
to everyone and everything that 
smacks of non-conformity, Ac- 
tually, in his sneering approach to 
life, he is the true non-conformist. 
He is incapable of conforming, The 
pest is, too, usually a member of 
th intellgentsia (those educated 
beyond their capacity for learn- 
ing), whose light-tongucd and 
light-headed witticisms fall plea- 
santly on the ears of tis listeners, 
On those minds capable of absorb- 
ing only half-truths, he scores a 
victory. But in the face of the

And so, in a sense, the pessi- 
mist even though he be reconized 
as one, provides the most bother- 
some barricade to progress whether 
sovial, economic or intellectual. 
; Since no one likes to be laughed 
at ,it is essential that we recog- 
nize pessimists and pests for what 
the; aren’t. They are the prophets 


of doom—false prophets; they 
arcn’t informed persons whose 
positions entitle them to make 


clear-sighted predictions or sound 
timely warnings, They are the 
ill-informed, the inadequate, the 
timid; they aren’t the wise ones, 
v'e capable ones or the fearless, as 
their poses might suggest. 


Finally they are the ones who 
never make mistakes, How can 
thoy? ‘They are the talkers, not 


the doers, and only those who ‘do’ 
can err,

Famous Danish 
museum exhibit 


One of the most famous Danish 
archaeological discoveries—the 2,- 
000-year-old Grauballe man _ is 
being exhibited in the Aarhus 
museum in Denmark for the first 
time. 

The body was discovered three 
years ago in the Kedelmore in 
Jutland by some peat workers,

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Thousands 
snow geese 
‘in Quebec 


The world’s only flock of 
{greater snow geese has reach- 


jed record size, Charles Fre-j 


j;mont, Quebec superintendent 
\of game announced recently. 

The great white birds poured 
into the St. Lawrence River horth 
shore area at St. Joachim, 30 miles 
east of Quehec City. 


Thousands upon thousands, fly- 
ing with an estimated 20,000 
young, suddenly made their ap- 
pearance over the cliff-lined shore 
in seemingly endless formations 
under cover of early dawn's semi- 
darkness. 

The birds were two to three 
weeks behind schedule on their 
immigration from Canada's far 
‘north to the Southern United 
| States, 

Mr. Fremont recently guessed 
‘the reason for the delay was a 
'bumper crop of young. He said 
{the young are “so numerous we 
| cannot rightly know their exact 
number until we have had a 
chance to observe the flock for a 
longer period.” 

He said the entire flock, once 
down to 3,000 and threatened with 
extinction, now may number 90,- 
000 or more, 

The news was heart-warming 
for Quebec sportsmen who last 
year expressed concern when the 
flock returned from the north with 
only a few young. It was believed 
that some far north early freeze- 
up or storm had Killed off most 
of the goslings. 

The birds make St. Joachim’'s 
mudflats, below Cape Tourmente 
their stopping-off place. 

Arrival of the white birds is 
something inhabitants of this 
'small village anticipate every 
year as their ancestors did for 
more than 300 years, 

The birds are family-minded, 
Each male and female couple flies 
with its own young and members 
of a family do not separate dur- 
ing the journey of some 2,000 
miles from the north of St. Joach- 
im. 

After spending a few weeks here 
the young birds venture out on 
their own and become gradually 
separated from the family. One 
family may number up to seven 
young, occasionally more;

Study of 50,000 appendixes 


prove uselessness to body 


“If 50,000 human appendixes can't be wrong, then its 
uselessness in the human body is matched by an uncanny 
ability to get the body into trouble, according to a story by 


Delos Smith from New York. 

For 32 years now hospitals in 
three cities have been massing 
surgically - removed appendixes, 
giving that organ such a concert- 
ed look-see as few organs have 
ever had. The study has just been 
called off, with the 50,000th ap- 
pendix. 

Inside the 50,000 the scientific 


| explorers found such items as bub- 
| ble gum, 
| screws, 
| bones, needles, safety pins, bits of 
| plastic, pins, and pieces of assort- 


lead shot, toothpicks, 
nails, fish and chicken 


ed metals, 
They also found members of 10 


| different families of fungi and 18 


varieties of parasitic ~vorms. Ap- 
pendixes had been affected by 25 
specific diseases, not one of which 
is a disease of the appendix pri- 
marily. 

Twelve kinds of benign tumors 
were found, and 16 kinds of malig- 
nant ones. And there were 10 dif- 
ferent sicknesses which had origi- 
nated in the appendix—sicknesses 
which weren't “appendicitis”. 
Found no clue 

Yet the 50,000 provided no rea- 
son for anyone who has never 
been troubled by his appendix, to 
start feeling troubled now. Some- 
thing like half the 50,000 were 
found, on close examination, to be 
“within the realm of normalcy.” 

The final report was made by 
Dr. Donald C, Collins, of the col- 
lege of medical evangelists, Los 
Angeles in a technical journal of 
the American College of surgeons. 
There had been 22 previous: re- 
ports over the 32 years, each deal- 
ing with a separate phase of the 
new appendectomal lore. 

The hospitals were in San Fran- 
cisco, Rochester, Minn., and Los 
Angeles, and the United States 
Army Medical Department co-op- 
erated during the war. Each ap- 
pendix removed was subjected to 
minute scientific examination, The 
findings, together with microscopic 
samples and slides, were sent to 
Dr. Collins for mass comparisons 
and for tabulating. 

Two appendixes 

Oddly, the 50,000 appendixes 
came from 49,999 persons. One 
surgeon, having opened his pa- 
tient, was astonished to find two 
appendixes. But 12,018 appendixes 
were “either perforated or gan- 
grenous—it was a good thing the 
surgeons went in after them. 

“Happily,” Dr. Collins said, “It 
can be reported that in this par- 
ticular study there has been near- 
ly a thousand-fold reduction in the 
hospital mortality for instances of 
acute appendicitis in the last 32 
years.” The specific reduction was

| from 13.09 percent mortality in 


1925 to 0.01 percent in 1955. 
Speaking of fungi, a very useful 
discovery yielded by the 50,000 
was an unexpected liking of histo- 
plasma capsulatum for the appen- 
dix, That is a kind of fungus 
which causes histoplasmosis and 
which older medical references 
classify starkly as, “a fatal dis- 
ease.” However, the study revealed 
that there are benign forms—he- 
| nign, that is, when found in the 
specific appendixes studied.

An amateur gardener of Surrey, 
B.C., says he’s got three black 
+ tulips, 

Ray Fahlman has had them. in 
his garden in this community 25 
miles east of Vancouver for six 
years. 

He just can't wait for spring to 
come around for the bulbs to 
bloom again because a Dutch 
grower is reported willing to pay 
$100,000 for a genuine black tulip 
bulb, 

Mr. Fahiman said he always 
looked on his tulips as freaks until 
he saw a caption to a photo in a 
Vancouver newspaper telling of 
the Dutchman's high offer. 

“They're as black as the ace of 
spades and I’d like to grow a few 
more,” he said. 

He says he'll spend the winter 
reading about his freaks. And 
when spring comes, “I won't be 
able to get in touch with Holland 
fast enough.” 

Tulip experts at the Experi- 
mental Farm in Ottawa state that 
they were “extremely skeptical” 
about the chances of a genuine 
black tulip having been grown. 

Dr. F. L. Drayton, associate 
chief of the Botany and Plant 
Pathology Laboratory, said the 
likelihood of a real mutation ot 
{change of color to produce the 
coveted black bloom was “certain- 
ly remote”, 

By growing seedlings and doing 
cross-pollination, there might be 
something like a 100,000-to-oné 
chance of getting something “a 
little different to other name va- 
rieties,” he suggested. “But as te 
a genuine black tulip, I would not 
be surprised if it’s impossible.” 

Many blooms which appear 
blackish are in reality very dark 
purple, such as the name variety 
“Tulipe Noire’ and some othera 
popular several years ago, he sald.
